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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The claims recite new limitations (e.g. quantity of second polymeric material and mixing of basecoat with 
topcoat) that would require further search and consideration. In addition, applicants did not indicate where the amendment to the claims 
has basis in the disclosure and a review of specification did not uncover sufficient written basis. 



Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments are primarily directed 
toward the new limitations of the unentered amendment and for this reason are moot. 

Arguments are also presented that Roorda et al do not teach two single layers. Roorda et al. explicitly teach in their examples that they 
contemplated a drug containing layer and a topcoat composed of poly(n-butylmethacrylate) overlaying the drug containing layer (see 
example 1 ). These layers qualify as two single layers. In addition, there is no requirement that each layer only contain a single polymer, as 
applicants appear to suggest from their quoting of text highlighted from Roorda et al. Thus applicants' arguments are not persuasive and 
the rejections of record are maintained. 
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
